After  two  straight  losing  seasons,  the  Althoff  varsity 
boys  soccer  team  came  of  age  to  post  a  9-9-3  record  in  '96 
in  what  was  the  school's  20th  year  of  soccer. 

Dave  Stosberg,  a  1987  Althoff  graduate,  was  in  his  first 
full  season  as  head  coach,  replacing  longtime  coach  Larry 
Mank,  who  resigned  after  the  1995  season  due  to  health 
problems  midway  through  the  '95  campaign.
